As discussed in Chapters 1, 7, and 11 of the attached Draft Wastewater Facilities Plan and Draft
Environmental Impact Report (DWWFP-DEIR), the Town of Barnstable (Town) needs to
implement a portion of the Recommended Plan in the winter of 2006 and 2007 which is before the
full approval of the Final Wastewater Facilities plan and Final Environmental Impact Report
(FWWFP-FEIR) that is expected in 2007. The modifications include:

1. Replacement of the current pump station that is too small for its current wastewater
flow as well as projected flows that would be added to the collection system once sewers are
extended to the AOC.

2. Replacement of the current force main that discharges to a manhole in the center of
the South Street/Sea Street intersection where surcharging has been observed, and where it then
flows down South Street to the Old Colony Road pump stations. The new force main would be

placed in Town roadways to convey the wastewater from the pump station all the way to the
Hyannis WPCF.
